Write to Sir William Somerville, and request be will state to the Lord 
Lieutenant, that the attention of this Board has been called to the practicability of 
dimmishiDg- the delay and expense attending transfers of landed property by the 
adoption of two simple practical measures ; namely, that when searches hL been 
made in the office of the Registrar of Deeds, copies should be recorded in the office 
as well as given to the parties on whose behalf they are made ; and that when judff- 

Td ? u'' f of rf Jndgmeuts have been satis- 

fied, notice thereof should be immediately sent to the said Registrar, in order that 
such satistactions may be recorded in the books of his office. 

Their Lordships suggest, that the Law Officers of the Crown in Ireland should 
be instructed to give their early attention to this subject, and to take such steps by 
the preparation of a Bill to be introduced into Parliament, or otherwise, as mav 
be necessary to carry into effect these improvements in the existing practice. 

Read again, 2 November 1847. 

Transmit acopy of this Minute to the Registrar ofDeeds and to the Registrar 
of Judgments Ireland, and desire that they will give all the assistance in their 
power to the Law Officers of the Crown in carrying into effect the improvement 
contemplated m the practice of their respective offices. 



No official Reports have yet been received from the Registrars, “ stating the 
measures that have been taken in their offices to carry the recommendations of 
the Minutes into effect.” The intended improvements in these Departments 
cannot be fully carried into effect without the authority of Parliament, for which 
a Dill has been prepared. 
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
